Industrial designer, Paul Mayen cnanged 
his boyhood ambition from bullfighter to 
artist when the Mayen family moved from 
Spain to New York. From high school, he 
went to Cooper Union and for the next 
few years he was a student by night and 
a tri-lingual translator by day. Coming 
out of war service, ex-Capitan Mayen, 
returned to Columbia, worked as Art Dir- 
ector at ad agencies, designed catalogs, 
exhibits and packaging for top firms in 
the architectural and building fields. 
Returning to Cooper Union as a member of 
the Faculty, he served there five years, 
then joined Parsons Institute where he 
taught his own course on structure and 
design. 


In 1957, he started work on some of 
the liturgical objects and equipment 

in the famous Eero Saarinen moated 
chapel at M.I.T. Commissioned to design 
an exhibit, directed by Edgar 

Kaufman Jr., “Craftsman in a Changing 
World”, sponsored by the U.S. Infor- 
mation Agency, Mr. Mayen created 
displays to present fourteen case 
histories of American designers and 
their work. This exhibition is now 
travelling through Europe after its 
formal opening in Paris. Currently 

Mr. Mayen is now designing lighting 

for Habitat, Inc., redesigning pack- 
aging for recording equipment and is 
directing the art work for the AGFS 
camera ad campaign.
